Inspite of all the excitement of the press in

official action ‘against the tankers, or whether 
the “Japanese, having, registered thelr ‘protest, 
‘will not turn to thelr Axis partners and say: that 
they ‘have done everything ‘that might ‘reason= 
ably be expected. It should ‘nos be ‘forgotten 
hat Japan "has treaty’ of neutrality” with 
lussiaw and it ig ‘believed that her in- 
tention to abide by this treaty has beon recent 
Teaflirmed, in response to a request trom Mos 
cow, ‘The interception of ‘supplies needed by 
Soviet Russia in her war against Germany would 
undoublediy be interpreted as a breach of this, 
treaty, while any interference with American 
ships "would. cause ‘such ‘repercussions in. the 
Unltea States that it would be a most foolhardy 
act. ‘Susceptibilities over the use of Japanese 
fertitorial waters. forthe conveyance of Sup. 
plies which will probably be used against Japan’ 
Partner can be ‘understood. But. the argument 
that these supplies might also be Used against 
‘Japan herself’ does not hold water, since Soviet 
Russia is unlikely: to take, action against Japon. 
unless the latter takes action first, The Soviets 
are preoccupied with their war in the west. and 
would take on other commitments only if, ab. 
solutely. forced to do so. They mighb consider 
stopping supplies provocation, enough, since 
Such a" stoppae might be construed as’ an act 
of war. If this were to happen the Japanese will 
fave brought the consequences upon thelr own 
heads. It fs understood that the Arst tanker to 
Feach’ eastern waters. will be Russian, — not 
American, and that the possibility of an attempt 
to'stop this vesvel is being closely watched by 
the’ Americans. Following a few. days, beninc 
this first Russian tanker are believed to be three 
American ships, and their movements will prol 
‘ably depend upon whas action. if any, Is taken 
fover the first ship. Neither the Soviets nor the 
Bring ‘States “are blumng over , this matter, 
which is in itself a small thing but which hao 
the bossbility of igniting a, very big fire, Whe- 
ther’ it does so. will depend upon the Japane 
and upon them only. There are signs that acurb 
hav been placed upon some of the extremist 
elements in Jay were hag been a noticeable 
absence of official. statements trom ‘Tokyo by 
Fesponsible ministers, and this has coincided with 
‘attacks upon the Government by a section of 
the pross known to favour extreme actiqn and 
also thought to be under a considerable degree 
fof Nazi Influence. If" this influence 1s allowed 
fo prevail’ the resulb can only be. disastrot 
throughout the whole of the Far East. But it 
not believed that such a thing will happen. Cave 
tion and’ commonsense must be reinstated.

When it was, announced that it was] 
necessary to restrict the use of clectric cur-| 
Tent owing to the difficulty of obtaining 
adequate coal supplies, many consumers 
their utmost to meet the new requirements, 
demonstrating a loyalty to the common caus¢| 
‘of Shanghai which is altogether praiseworthy. 
But it is a regrettable fact that on the| 
other hand there were people who not only 
failed to fall. in with the desires of the| 
‘Munleipal Council and the Power Company, 
but actually used more current than before, 
‘apparently with the idea of manufacturing 
fas much as possible against such’a time when 
further restrictions might become necessary. 
Profiteers and other types of hog are to be 
found in every community, and in this 
Shanghai has proved to be no exception. ‘The| 
announcement on Tuesday that the Council 
had agreed to a now proposal by the Power: 
Company whereby those who will not fall’ 
in with the general scheme shall be heavily | 
penalized is in the circumstances most heartily |

No barter agreement 
bas been effected, though a banking arrange~ 
ment hasbeen feached between the Bank 
fof England and the Yokohama Specie Bank 
{o provide for trading licences to be issued 
Jn exceptional cases, each of which will be 
Geeided upon ‘its own merits from the 
Point of view of ‘supply. tn each ine 
Hance supply considerations, will be welgh= 
fed against. those of economic warfare, Tn 
other words, the ‘British Government” will

Tt needs to be emphasized that there has 
‘been ‘no retreat trom the British attitude a

BELGIUM’S LOT

‘The enemy news agency, Transocean, which 
carries German propaganda to the Far East, 
together with all its untruths, distinguished 
llself yesterday by publishing the boast that 
‘the 200,000th Belgian worker had left Brus- 
sels to take work in the Relch, accompanied 
by his wife who also has a job to go to. The: 
‘agency goes on to state that, with the em- 
ployment of 200,000 Belgians in Germany, un- 
‘employment in Belgium has greatly improved, 
and that from the 490,000 workless, shortly 
after the capitulation, the number had now 
‘been reduced to 75,596, the majority of whom, 


found |. 
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in Belgium has been practically solved, thanks 
{to the cooperation of the German authorities.” 
A more cynically impertinent piece of lying 
it is dimeult to conceive. What has happened 
in Belgium is that the workers have been 
forced to accept work in Germany to remedy 
the shortage of labour, or else starve in their 
‘homeland. 

‘Two-thirds of Belgium's industries have 
goased to work partly because they have lost 
thelr markets, but mostly because of the lack 
‘of raw materials. Coal mines are the excep- 
tion, for they are being worked harder than 
‘ever before the occupation in order to meet 
Germany's demand for coal. Large numbers. 
of unemployed Belgians ‘are faced with 
starvation at home, or slavery in the Reich. 
‘Those who refuse work offered them by the 
Germans are no longer entitled to unemploy- 
‘ment benefit. " Work in the Reich mean rotten 
food, bad housing and wages, of which only 
part'is paid out, while the rest is “frozen” in 
Germany so that workers are unable to send 
anything to their families in Belgium. Those 
who still remain in thelr native land in em~ 
ployment find that their wages in spite of 
Fepeated promises, are not adjusted to the in- 
‘creased cost of living. Rations to be legally 
‘obtained are hopelessly insufficient. Bread is 
down to 225 grammes a head a day, rice to 
200 grammes a month while other foods to 
‘eke out these meagre supplies are unobtain- 
able. Meat disappeared from the Belgian 
meni as far back as list December while Au 
Bon Marché, the big store in Brussels, has 
‘closed down ‘its meat, butter and egg depart~ 
ment, 

That is the real picture of conditions in 
Belgium. The workers are being forced to 
‘accept employment in Germany, where the 
need for labour is still great, despite the n= 
slavement of the Poles, or starve. When they 
go to the Reich to work the conditions under 
which they do so are wretched. ‘There is a 
slogan amongst the Belgians who will not 
accept work in Germany to the effect “s'il 
faut mourir c'est mieux mourir @ la patric 
‘One day: that phrase will be famous for it 
expresses both the tragedy and the heroic 
resolve of thousands of Belgian workers. 
Serious from the German point of view is the 
|sabotage which has spread to important 
factories. ‘There have been conflagrations in 
the oil industry at Hoboken-les-Anvers and 
in the rubber factory of Saventhen-les~ 
Bruxelles. At Juprelles and Fauvilliers tele~ 
phonic cables were cut. German reprisals 
largely consist of recalling Belgian prisoners 
of war who have been allowed to return to 
thelr homes and the imposition of fines which 
impoverish whole communities. 

‘That is the sort of German cooperation

If those figures 
were correct it would follow that the whole 
of the Russian army which was mobilized 
‘against the German threat, together with the 
reserves which the Germans claim have been 
thrown in so often for the last time, have 
been wiped out and that the armies under 
Marshals Timoshenko, Voroshiloff and 
Budienny apparently now consist of one man 
and a boy who are successfully holding uP 
the progress of the German war machine, 

‘The absurdity of the German claims is all 
the more to be appreciated when it is realized 
that if they were true it would be possible 
for the German forces fo, march unhindered 
upon their objectives, Leningrad, Moscow and 
‘Kiev, ‘but the fact is that after nine weeks 
fighting those objectives still remain in Rus- 
‘sian hands, with no indication of their im- 
/minent eapture by the invaders, It would be 
idle to attempt to deny for one moment 
that the Russians have suffered considerable 
casualties, The probabilities are, however, 
that fighting from defensive positions, their 
numbers are smaller than those inflicted upon 

Ins, and a conservative estimate 
would be that they have lost in. killed, 
wounded and prisoners somewhere between 
fone and one-and-a-half million men, ‘The 
Russians, like the Germans, have made no

CRISIS OVER IRAN

If it is true that the latest reply of the 
Iran Government ‘to British representations, 
concerning the very large number of German

ultimatum is served upon Iran to expel 
them by an early date, German interest in 
Iran is just as keen as it was in the case 
of Iraq. Indeed it is, probably keener, for 
Iran is the world’s fourth great producer 
of oll, its output during the last year prior 
to the outbreak of war amounting to 11,000,- 
000 metric tons as. compared with fraq's 
4,300,000. If Germany could secure control 
of the Caucasus, Iran and Iraq she would 
be able to obtain as much as 43,000,000 
atric tons, of oll & yaar, the area 5 ee 
tion producing a quantity’ second only to 
United States, It is to be un 
stood that if Germany were al 
ly to prosecute her designs, she would 
completely self-contained so’ far as her oll 
[supply was concerned. 
Before the last ‘the. independent 
sovereign state of Persia (Iran) was divided 
into two spheres of influence, Russian in 
the north and British in the south, but even 
earlier than that British interests had 
secured extensive rights over the greater 
part of the country, ‘The D'Atey concession 
of 1901, which was the beginnings of the 
Anglo-Persian Oil’ Company's operations, 
gave exclusive rights to prospect for oil up 
fo @ Une running north-west and south-east 
from Teheran.

Elllot was reported to have lost his

Tam going to deal with what goes on be- 


hhind the scenes, as it were, called more’ col 
Joquially the on “@ Stuff.” “Our work is not 
in’ the limelight, ‘but. nevertheless without 
i€ our troops cannot be equipped, clothed, 
‘fed, housed, moved—in short, cannot live of 
fight, I will confine myself Here to one only 
of the big problems, of those who are com~ 
monly, calied “@ blokes,” namely, the supply 
of the vast range of guns, tanks, ammuni- 
tion, and technical equipment to our armies 
at Home and overseas. “This supply side of 
the “Army handles. half-a-million different 
items—big, small, complex and simple, which 
Store, move by road, rail of’sea, oF 


in ‘the 
hhands of our fghting forces. 

items of equipment is only equalled by thelr 
varlely. ‘There are dozens of different kinds 
‘of weapons ; the guns, for instance, from the 
fwopounder anti-tank gun and the light anti- 
alreraft'gun to the great giant whieh slings 
‘half-a-ton or 80 of | steel across the Channel, 
‘There are the tanks, armoured cars, scout 
cars, petrol vehicles, water-carrying vehicles, 
wireless vehicles, workshops on wheels, gun 
fractors and in fact vehicles of every’ con- 
ceivable shape, size and horsepower for every 
conceivable purpose. ‘These are the ‘mare 
thrilling type of army equipment.~Of ‘the 
‘other types the list is even bigger. One would 
be surprised, for instance, to know how many 
different types of wireless sets we are sup- 
plying; some tiny’ ones, through various 
‘up to the huge mobile installations, as 
big, probably, as the room’in which some of 
you are now’ sitting, 

"People ‘may. not realize how complicated 
and widespread is the Army's signal com- 
munication’ system. When General Wavell 
began his campaign in the desert he didn't 
find a telephone service thoughtfully laid out 
tor Ifls army's use, His experts had to fix up 
communications ot all sorts, and we had to 
supply him with the equipment to do it with, 
He found it necessary on more than one oc~ 
casion to bore. for water and, having found 
‘the precious liquid, had to carry it for hund~ 
reds’ of miles through pipelines. ‘These pipes 
had to be shipped thousands of miles, and by 
no mere. chance, but through careful fore~ 
thought and playing, they were 
ready at hand for him. 

‘The continuous expansion of our home and 
overseas armies makes the task of assessing 
its requirements, over a long period ahead— 
for that show ‘we musi plan—a ganic 
Job. Not only must we, looking to the future, 
fauge the right number of articles wanted, 
, but we must try to prepare for every kind of 
{ contingency. We have to be prepared, for 
instance, to issue sledges and skis for Tee 
cial vehicles for the mountains of Abys- 
ina and specially constructed tanks for the 
sands of mho, knows, we might even 
Tequire gondolas' for Italy | 

Having made our calculations, then the 
‘Ministry of Supply comes into the picture. 
‘The War Office goes to.the Ministry and says, 
in effect: “Here is our shopping list and 
‘these are the dates on which we want the 
stuff. ‘Produce. the “goods.” 
with a comprehensive knowledge of the pro- 
Guctive capacity, not only of this country 
But of other parts of our Empire and of 
Atmerica, seeks out the right firm for each 
job and’ places the necessary orders. “But 
bonee an order for an item of equipment has 
been placed, don't imagine that’ we sit back 
and wait for the stuff to roll in. 
fo ensure, in conjunction with the Ministry, 
that the production of all the required stores 
4s balanced in such a way that we get the 
proper flow, and all the bits and pieces. This 
‘we call ‘balanced production.” “I'l use the 
tank to illustrate what E mean. ‘Try to think 
of the numerous items of equipment, such as 
the guns, mountings, wireless and various in- 
struments which go into the tank; all pro- 
duced by different manufacturers in different 
parts of the country. All these have to be 
“married” into one complete tank. It's. no 
use having 1,000 tanks if we only have 500 
guns to go in them. “I have given the tank 
fag an example, but the same thing applles to 
other technical equipment. An anti-aiccratt 
gun, for instance, is valueless without range- 

als, predictors,’ height and range. finders, 
fand imany other yital accessories, So every 
thing must be “balanced” ‘before issue. In 
addition to balanced production of the fin~ 
ished tank or other equipments, there is the 
vital necessity for the production of spare 
parts, also balanced in conjunction with the 
main equipment. ‘This spares problem leads 
me naturally on to the subject of mainten- 
ance of Army equipment, the whole range of 
which must never be.out of action an hour 
longer than is necessary. Our repair organ- 
ization is immense, 

































































We have now our other problems, problems 
of the storage. of this ‘vast. supply and of 
fetting ‘the equipments to the rigit ‘places: 
‘To deat with this we have a-number of large 
depots dispersed throughout the country, and 
‘of course overseas, too, organized on the most 
modern business lines. ‘The officers control- 
Ting the worl at these depots are 90 per cent,
